The merch will reportedly teke plece under the slogen: "All- 
sermeny veeting § The Merch of 600,000 on Berlin is tne Signal 
for Netional Uprieing Tre 600,000 expected marchers will 
be organized into about 800 groups of about 880 meabere each. 
Tact of these grouvs will be led b a verman graduate of the 
HooliteHoohsechulen® in the USSR, and Gunther Sehticke will be 
the over-all chief. Plans call for each marcher to ke 
eguipped with a uniform made up of a bive shirt, blue shorte, 
. ‘Sen Brown* belt, knapsack, cantesn, bread bag, and steff 
(ianderetocx). Renk {insignia will be provided for FDJ 
functionaries, 
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Preparations for handling the mareh are already being made by 
ebout 1000 FDJ inetructorr, whe are reportedly in Berlin 
undergoing training. This 1000 will be gradually atrengthened 
4n coming monthe by. the addition of more and more proved FDJ 
funectioneries, until a strength of 100,000 funectionarice in 
Berlin is reached, about four weeke berore Whitsuntide. 


Elaborate plans are being made for transporting, feeding, 

and housing the marchers. The actual mareh will begin on 

21 May, a week before “hiteuniay. Some 200,000 FDJ meabers 
will be taken by train to points near Berlin, where they. will 
pevin the lest lap efoot and will enter the city in closed 
formetion. Some FDJ units will. come on canal boets. Notor= 
eyele squedrons of- 200 vehicles sach will te formed in large 
numbere, and truck convoys, with trucks furnished by the 
gtatewowned enterprises and machinery~lending stations (MAS), 
will transport more thousands. Most of the FDS groups will, 


however, mareh the whole way to Berlin. 


Food 1s supposed to be supplied en route py the Trade Organi~ 

zation and conrumers stores (HO and Konsum). 250,000 tente ere 
to be erected in Berlin, and a group ci 11,000 FDS members from 
the bullding trades will go well in advance to clear bomb 

damage and erect buildings for headquarters and for housing 
more morchers. These buildings will later be turned over to 
the city of Berlin. F 
Protection for the marchers will be furnished by the FDJ Units 
of the Peoples’ Police. The police unite will be pleced under 
the command of the Central Council of she FDJ during the march. 


The exact purpose of the march and macs meetings is in doubt. 
Undoubtedly, the occasion will be used for the usual speeches 
and mass singing, but the various slogans (such as "Forward, 
forwerd to Berlin §*,"all-Germany Meeting $ The March of 
600,000 on Berlin is the Signal for National Uprising , 

and the most ominous: "Whiteuntide 1050 Heens the Conauest 
of Weet Berlin) give color to the belief thet an actual 
"Putach* may be intended. It ie too early to say whether 
theee ware-like expreseions are mere scles-talk, or whether 
they betray an actual intent to take over Berlin's Western 
sectors by sheer weight of number s . 
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
